GERMAN ARDENNES SALIENT REDUCED TO l-lOTH 
OF GREATEST DEPTH 


Pa ris 
The Germ a n A rdennes sa lient wa s reduced toda y to a bout 
one-tenth of its grea test depth a.- Am erica n ground forces sla sh ed e a s t­ 
wa rd behind a sh a ttering a ir blow and pushed the w estern end of the 
bulge back to within six m iles of the Germa n frontier. 
T he ba ttered forces of Na zi Field Marshal Karl Gerd Von Rundstedt, 
ha m m ered m ercilessly throughout y esterda y by fleets of more tha n .1000 
Am erica n a nd other Allied pla nes, continued a genera l withdra w a l back 
towa rd the tem pora ry ha ven of the Siegfried Line. 
The w ithdra w ing G erm a ns were con sta n tly ha ra ssed by A m erica n 
a rtillery fire from ba tteries hitting at the ma in Nazi esca pe routes from 
positions on both the north a nd south shoulders of the sa lient. 
Im p ressive sw eep s w ere ma de by the Am erica n Third Army a ga inst 
the southern fla nk of the dim inished bulge. T he troops of Lieut. Gen. 
G eorge S. Pa tton moved a hea d for ga ins of five m iles a cross a 20-mile 
front and at one point w ere only 1 Va m iles sou th -sou th ea st of Via nden 
in the Reich border a rea . 
U nits of the Third Army m oving a lon g the Ba stogne-St. Yitli road 
a dva nced to less tha n a m ile southwest of Troisvierges. Moevange, three 
m iles w est of Clerva ux, w a s captured. 
A m erica n First Army forces closing in on St. Vith pushed to within 
two m iles of the com m u nica tion s hub 
Hinderha usen, three a nd one-ha lt 
m iles west of St. Vith w a s entered and higb ground southw est of the 
town w a s seized. Troops of the British Second Army in the Nijm egen 
a rea of H olla nd drove the Germ a ns back a cross the Dtdinge Ca na l north 
of Zetten. The Britons repulsed counter-a tta cks a ga inst W a ldfeueht a nd 
occupied the villa ges of Hontem and Selsten.

I his report sheds a much needed light on the opin­ 
ions and philosophies ot this current 
mystery man 
ii 
W ashington, the 
Assistant President 
A nd it reveals that, far from being an individualist, a 
conservative, or even a ’middle of the roader, 
Mr. Byrnes 
is just another of the same old New Deal visionaries, an 
other exponent ot the State socialism doctrines usually 
associated with 1 larry 1 lopkins. 
In his report, Mr. Byrnes principal theme is recon­ 
version. 
* 
1 hat is a subject both important and interesting to 
every American— whether as a working man, a business 
man, a parent, a tax paver, or a boy in uniform. 
Of our somewhat muddled war aims, none more 
urgently needs clarification than the question of what 
sort of post-war America we are fighting for. 
Mr. R oosevelt, in his recent Budget M essage, had a 
chance to answer some of the questions, but he complete 
ly missed the boat. 
Now Byrnes, dealing directly with the subject, has 
produced a document just as full of contradictions, absur­ 
dities and impossibilities. 
Mr. Byrnes sees the problem — there can be little 
question of that— but perhaps he just doesn't know the 
answers, or perhaps, like o th< •rs of the President's official 
family, he knows them wrll enough but hesitates to con 
fess that deficit finance and eventual insolvency are the 
only future the Now Deal can envision. 
Post-war 
government 
expenditures, 
thinks 
Mr, 
Byrnes, will level off at about $25,000,000,000 a y e a r - 
more, rather than less. 
Rev enues are bound to decline, according to the 
Byrnes com ments; first because, as the President already 
has brought out, present levels ¿ire artificially high due to 
war conditions, and second, because existing rates in 
Byrnes opinion must be cut because they are ’’impedi­ 
ments to reconversion and business expansion. 
Does Mr. B> 'rnes acknowledge this picture of a van 
1 ishing margin between costs and revenues preventing any 
possible future debt reduction? 
On the contrary. Never does he suggest future gov 
eminent retrenching in the spending program, 
l i e s for 
increasing them. Also he has plans for further straining 
national credit by a program of direct f ederal loans— loans 
to post-war home builders, loans to agriculture*, loans io 
i small business men, large-scale loans to foreign nations. 
W hen it comes to the one tangible liquid asset in the 
A m erican economy out of which might be created the 
stimulus for post war industrial expansion under the prin 
ciples of free enterprise, Mr, Byrnes attitude is singular 
I his asset is the back log of savings of the American 
people— a total of some $140,000,000,000 now in War 
Bonds, bank accounts and currency.
